The navy now has: the atomic 
submarine Nautilus in operation 
and expects to launch a ‘second,

The submerged speed of : the 
Nautilus is officially reported to 
be over 20 knots cenenut 23 miles 
an hour). 


A navy spokesman, in answer 
to questions, said the Albacore “is 
faster than the Nautilus fer short 
periods of time, prebably the 
fastest submarine. ever‘ built.” 
But the Nautilus “has the fastest 
sustained speed of any submarine 
yet built.” 


He meant that the design of 


possible high under-water speed 
for short periods: of time while 
using propulsion from storage bat- 
teries and electric motor.
